A  Tradition  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 

On  Friday  evening,  November  17,  at  8:30  p.m.  the  35th  annual  service  devoted  to  the  presentation  of  contemporary 
liturgical  music  of  the  synagogue  will  be  held.  Begun  in  1943  under  the  direction  of  our  beloved  Hazzan  Emeritus, 
David  J.  Putterman,  the  program  received  immediate  and  enthusiastic  approval  by  the  leaders  of  the  congregation  and 
the  general  membership.  The  programs  moreover,  were  given  special  recognition  by  the  greatest  Jewish  religious  and 
cultural  institutions  In  1957  the  United  Synagogue  of  America  presented  the  coveted  Solomon  Schechter  Award  to  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  in  recognition  of  its  distinguished  synagogue  music,  while  Hazzan  Putterman  became  the  first 
to  be  designated  a  Fellow  of  the  Cantors  Institute  of  the  Jewish.  Theological  Seminary.  And,  in  1960  the  first  Kovod 
Award  was  given  to  him  by  the  Cantors  Assembly  while,  in  1973,  The  American  Society  of  Composers  Authors  and  Pub¬ 
lishers  (ASCAPJ  presented  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  with  its  Citation  of  Tribute. 

Many  Composers  Received  Encouragement 

Of  all  the  achievements  known  to  be  the  result  of  these  programs,  none  are  more  significant  than  the  survey  of 
famous  names  included  in  the  list  of  Jewish  composers  and  musicians  who  received  commissions  from  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  to  write  music  especially  for  presentation  at  the  Contemporary  Liturgical  Music  Service.

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Thanksgiving  -  Living 
in  Two  Civilizations 

Is  it  possible  to  live  in  two  civiliza¬ 
tions  at  the  same  time?  What  about 
dual  loyalties  and  split  allegiances? 
And  personalities  which  will  not  be 
whole  if  we  live  on  two  levels  simul¬ 
taneously?  Valid  questions  all  of  these. 
And  yet,  if  we  pause  and  think  about 
them  it  will  become  quite  clear  that 
Judaism  has  survived  these  many 
centuries  as  Jews  have  lived  among 
and  alongside  other  civilizations.  Ever 
since  the  start  of  the  exilic  period,  the 
Jewish  people  has  lived,  taught  its 
special  and  unique  message,  created 
it  own  work  of  thought  and  art  as  it 

dwelt  among  the  family  of  nations. 
Further,  it  has  done  all  of  these  not 
by  separating  itself  completely  from 
the  mainstream,  but  when  conditions 
permitted,  by  being  part  of  the  intel¬ 
lectual  milieu  of  the  day.  Truly,  this 
is  one  of  the  greatest  challenges  that 
Jews  have  faced.  How  to  be  part  of 
the  civilization  in  which  they  lived 
without  ceding  any  part  of  their  own 
precious  culture  and  way  of  life.  The 
answer  lies,  of  course,  in  pride  and 
knowledge  of  their  very  own  posses¬ 
sions — the  body  of  Jewish  lore  and 
life. 

The  holiday  of  Thanksgiving  is  a 
perfect  example  of  this  blend  of  two 
civilizations.  The  idea  of  America  is 
deeply  rooted  in  Biblical  teachings 
and  the  notion  of  giving  thanks  for 
the  blessings  and  bounty  of  nature  is 
an  intrinsically  Jewish  idea.  Our 
beautiful  festival  of  Sukkot  recently 
observed  raises  to  great  heights  our 
appreciation  of  the  fruits  of  the  earth. 
It  is  perfectly  natural  for  us  as 
American  Jews  to  celebrate  Thanks¬ 
giving  wholeheartedly  as  citizens  of 
a  great  democracy  and  heirs  to  an 
ancient  and  great  tradition.  Both  are 
rightly  ours  to  claim,  to  revere  and 
to  give  to  our  children.

Havurah 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  we 
at  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  be¬ 
come  a  community.  For  many  parents 
the  Religious  School  and  the  High 
School  provide  a  focus  of  interest, 
and  adults  meet  each  other  as  a  result 
of  their  concern  for  their  children’s 
education.  For  others,  one  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue  arms  provides  a  context  for

meeting  people  who  have  similar 
interests.  Those  who  come  regularly 
to  the  Sabbath  services  each  week 
look  forward  to  seeing  other  ‘regulars’. 
Indeed,  many  different  contexts,  we 
meet  each  other  and  come  to  care 
for  one  another.  And  that  helps  make 
us  a  true  community. 

To  foster  this  process  and  to  give 
it  added  direction,  we  have  introduced 
a  new  concept:  the  Havurah.  As  ex¬ 
plained  in  the  brochure  which  you 
have  already  received,  the  Havurah 
is  a  new  idea  which  is  an  old  idea 
whose  time  has  again  come,  The 
Havurah  is  composed  of  some  20 
adults  who  meet  together  regularly  to 
pursue  some  form  of  Jewish  study. 
The  meetings  are  at  home,  in  an 
informal  invironment.  The  study  is 
conducted  by  the  congregants  who 
share  an  interest  and  a  commitment  to 
developing  their  own  Jewish  lives  and 
education.  There  are  no  degrees  to 
be  earned,  no  course  requirements  to 
complete.  There  is  only  a  community 
of  people  who  share  common  interests 
with  each  other,  and  who  want  to 
explore  those  interests.  They  thereby 
get  to  know  more  about  Judaism, 
more  about  each  other  and  more  about 
themselves. 

Something  like  this  has  already 
been  taking  place  in  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  with  a  small  number  of 
members.  Several  years  ago,  I  found 
that  the  Wednesday  evening  Adult 
Education  course  began  to  have  that 
function.  People  came  to  study  and 
to  see  one  another.  They  left  class 
together  and  the  material  studied  was 
obviously  of  a  type  of  glue  which 
encouraged  people  to  stick  together. 

Last  year,  a  group  of  congregants 
began  meeting  on  Saturday  afternoons 
once  a  month.  They  had  originally 
met  each  other  when  their  children 
had  been  attending  our  High  School. 
Now,  they  wanted  to  meet  again  on 
a  regular  basis,  to  pursue  the  Jewish 
sources  which  were  relevant  to  some 
of  our  contemporary  problems.  They 
therefore  studied  the  issues  of  “aging” 
and  the  “relations  between  parents 
and  children”  as  found  in  Jewish  law 
and  lore.  This  year  the  same  group 
has  decided  to  meet  on  Saturday 
evenings  once  a  month  to  discuss 
the  issues  raised  in  the  Saturday 
afternoon  Talmud  class  which  I  teach. 

Jewish  study  and  community.  The 
two  go  together  to  make  an  incom¬ 
parable  blend.  Might  you  locate  your

High  Holy  Day  Floral  Arrangements 

The  ordering  and  supervision  of  the  floral  arrangements  that  graced  the  Bema 
and  adorned  areas  throughout  the  synagogue  where  High  Holy  Day  and  Sukkot 
services  were  held  this  year  was  skillfully  handled  by  Mrs.  Edward  (Frances) 
Peiper. 

This  was  a  physically  and  mentally  demanding  job  that  must  be  explained  in 
order  to  be  understood  and  appreciated.  For  example,  before  Rosh  Hashanah, 
Mrs.  Peiper  was  at  hand,  at  8:00  a.m.  to  greet  the  florists  as  they  delivered 
the  flowers,  and  she  remained  the  entire  morning  and  much  of  the  afternoon, 
instructing  them  precisely  where  to  place  each  bouquet,  be  it  in  the  Sanctuary, 
Lemberg  Anditorium,  the  Chapel  or  Library,  or  one  of  the  four  classrooms 
where  services  were  conducted.  This  done,  she  persisted  and  insisted  that  each 
arrangement  be  correctly  shaped  and  trimmed,  so  as  to  blend  perfectly  with  the 
dimensions  of  each  stained  glass  window  and  each  bend  of  the  wall.  Nor  could 
they  be  too  formal  in  their  appearance — yet,  not  scraggly.  And  each  holiday 
required  different  colors:  yellows  for  Rosh  Hashanah,  white  for  Yom  Kippur 
and  bursts  of  autumn  shades  for  Sukkot.  She  was  there  for  each  installation. 

Sukkah  Preparations 

Then  there  was  the  Sukkah!  Truck  loads  of  boughs,  hemlock  and  pine,  to  be 
combined  with  leaves  and  shrubbery  cuttings  —  and  plenty  of  them  — •  enough 
to  fully  cover  the  skeleton  of  poles  and  wire  that  was  the  framework  of  the 
Sukkah.  Only  the  faintest  light  could  permeate  the  verdant  covering.  Again,  it 
was  Frances  Peiper  in  charge.  When  she  left  one  could  feel  confident  that  Rabbi 
Nadich  would  pronounce  the  Sukkah  to  be  fit  for  decoration. 
tfNow  it  was  the  time  for  the  High  School  students  and  the  Parents  Association 
and  the  Sisterhood  to  join  in  the  proceedings.  Garlands  of  vegetables  and  hang¬ 
ing  baskets  were  hung  and  the  paper  drawings  and  decorations  contributed  by 
children  of  the  Religious  School  were  put  into  place.  Then  fresh  produce  came, 
some  purchased,  but  the  most  prized  of  all  came  from  the  garden  of  David  and 
Deedy  Goldstick.  Magnificent  in  quality  and  colorful,  they  were  grown  for  the 
occasion  with  devotion  and  pride.  Thus,  they  inspired  the  scores  of  workers 
who  recognized  this  gift  to  represent  the  realism  of  fruitful  labor  combined  with 
the  touch  of  God  and  nature. 

The  presence  of  the  Lord  in  the  Sukkah  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  was  con¬ 
tinuously  felt,  for  there  was  very  little  wind  or  rain  this  year  and  each  day 
Rabbi  Nadich,  Rabbi  Wechsler,  Cantor  Lefkowitz  and  Cantor  Piltch  could  lead 
the  assembly  of  congregants  and  guests  in  the  traditional  Kiddush  and  Sukkot 
blessings.

Peter  Geffen, 
Principal  of  the  High  School  directed  these  events,  the  response  to  which  was 
overwhelming  to  the  extent  that  some  reservations  that  were  submitted  late 
were  reluctantly  declined.  Except  for  the  first  dinner,  each  meal  was  enjoyed 
on  the  rooftop  site.  Even  the  one  that  was  forced  indoors  by  a  drizzling  rain 
proved  to  be  a  delightful  experience,  for  Judy  Katz  had  built  an  indoor  model 
Sukkah  that  conveyed  the  symbol  and  captured  the  spirit  of  the  holiday.  Espe¬ 
cially  however,  accolades  are  given  to  Fran  Lederman  and  Sue  Lerner,  who 
abandoned  their  homes,  conscripted  their  children  and  spouses  and  managed  to 
discover  the  strength  and  patience  to  direct  the  preparation  and  serving  of  food 
in  a  kitchen  operation  that  spanned  six  stories.

The  versatile  Mr.  Newman  has 
covered  national  political  conventions, 
hosted  the  “TODAY”  show  many 
times,  appeared  on  “Meet  the  Press”, 
and  moderated  the  first  Carter-Ford 
TV  debate.  He  has  been  reporter  on 
many  specials,  including  such  docu¬ 
mentaries  as  “Pensions:  The  Broken 
Promise”,  “What  Price  Health?”,  and 
“Free  Press — Fair  Trial”. 

Mr.  Newman  has  won  a  considerable 
reputation  as  a  watchdog  on  English 
usage  He  is  likely  to  turn  up  on  an 
NBC  News  program  with  wry  obser¬ 
vations  on  English  as  it  is  used,  or 
abused,  today.

Most  of 
them  will  be  seated  in  the  vastly  improved  Lemberg  Auditorium,  which  will  be  far  larger  and  exceedingly  more  com¬ 
fortable  than  the  present  facility.  There  will  be  sufficent  space  for  our  Religious  School,  Early  Childhood  Center  and 
High  School  to  increase  the  size  of  their  enrollment  without  physical  strain  and,  judging  from  the  encouraging  amount 
of  housing  construction  in  the  area  of  the  synagogue,  the  influx  of  new  families  can  be  anticipated  with  confidence. 
Mr.  Sherman,  noted  in  his  report  to  the  Board  of  Trutees,  for  instance,  that  the  age  of  the  head  of  the  household  in 
the  majority  of  this  year’s  crop  of  new  members  was  under  age  40;  and  67%  of  these  families  under  age  45  certainly  an 
encouraging  note  in  a  synagogue  where  the  age  of  the  average  member  is  believed  to  be  over  age  60.  The  Membership 
Committee  will  continue  its  work.

The  daughter  of  a  prominent  Mont¬ 
real  family,  she  was  a  very  religious 
woman  and  a  devoted  Jewish  mother, 
who  possessed  a  deep  and  abiding 
love  for  the  synagogue.  The  rich 
traditions  of  Judaism  were  observed 
in  her  home.  Each  of  her  three  chil¬ 
dren,  Mrs.  Robert  B.  Mayer  (Beatrice) 
of  Chicago,  Herbert  K.  Cummings  of 
Chicago  and  Allan  H.  Cummings  of 
Palm  Beach,  received  an  extensive 
Hebrew  education. 

Married  to  Nathan  Cummings  in 
1919,  she  participated  in  numerous 
communal  activities  but  would  not 
accept  office  in  these  organizations 
in  order  to  be  fully  accessible  to  her 
husband  and  children.  After  a  lengthy 
illness,  she  died  at  the  age  of  52.  Her 
memory  has  been  perpetuated  by  her 
loving  family  through  contributions  to 
charitable  and  cultural  institutions 
throughout  the  world. 

Nathan  Cummings 

Today  Mr.  Cummings  maintains  a 
residence  in  New  York  and  is  an 
esteemed  member  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  He  is  a  native  of  Canada, 
born  in  St.  John,  New  Brunswick,  the 
son  of  a  Lithuanian  immigrant,  who 
moved  to  New  Hampshire  but  finally 
settled  in  Montreal  where  he  opened 
a  shoe  store. 

At  the  age  of  fourteen,  his  school 
education  ceased  except  for  a  year 
spent  in  New  York  trade  school. 
Following  this,  Nathan  return  to 
Montreal,  working  during  the  day¬ 
time  in  his  father’s  store  and  trimming 
windows  at  night.  Leaving  this  work 
to  become  a  travelling  salesman  for 
a  shoe  manufacturer,  it  was  during 
this  period  that  he  met  Ruth  Kellert 
and,  on  December  30,  1919,  they  were 
married. 

In  1934  Nathan  Cummings  pur¬ 
chased.  a  biscuit  and  candy  business. 
His  success  was  phenomenal  en¬ 
abling  him,  but  four  years  later, 
to  buy  the  C.D.  Kenny  Company  of 
Baltimore  which  was  to  form  the  base 
for  Consolidated  Food  Corporation. 
Today,  this  immense  organization’s 
annual  sales  are  $3  billion.  Some  of 
the  major  divisions  of  the  conglomer¬ 
ate  include:  Kitchens  of  Sara  Lee, 
Electrolux,  Shasta  Beverages,  Fuller 
Brush,  Lawson  Milk  Stores,  Gant 
Shirts,  Robert  Bruce  and  Erdal,  a 
European-based  company. 


Honorary  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Consolidated  Foods  Corporation,  Mr. 
Cummings  is  a  member  of  its  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee.  To  single  out  one  of 
his  vast  achievements  in  the  world  of 
commerce,  he  serves  as  a  Director 
and  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
m'ttee  of  General  Dynamics. 
Distinguished  Philanthropy 

The  Ruth  Cummings  Research 
Pavilion  of  Michael  Reese  Hospital 
in  Chicago,  the  Nathan  and  Joanne 
Cummings  Operating  Theatre  at  the 
New  York  Hospital  and  the  Nathan 
Cummings  Basic  Sciences  Building  at 
Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  exemplify  his  far- 
reaching  interest  in  the  fields  of 
medicine  and  science.  An  11-story 
Cummings  Life  Science  Center  on 
the  campus  of  the  University  of 
Chicago  was  dedicated  in  1973. 

A  Patron  of  the  Visual  Arts 

A  few  years  ago,  Mr.  Cummings 
donated  his  renowned  collection  of 
Peruvian  ceramics  to  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art  in  New  York.  To 
Stanford  University,  in  1969,  he  prov- 
vided  the  funds  for  the  Nathan 
Cummings  Art  Center  and,  that  same 
year,  the  Joanne  and  Nathan  Cum¬ 
mings  Art  Center  was  presented  to 
Connecticut  College.  Selections  from 
his  famous  art  collection,  which  in¬ 
cludes  both  painting  and  sculpture, 
have  been  exhibited  at  The  Metro¬ 
politan  Museum  of  Art  of  New  York, 
The  Art  Institute  of  Chicago  and  the 
National  Gallery  of  Art,  Washington, 
D.C. 

In  recognition  of  his  charitable  gifts 
and  energetic  support  of  cultural  insti¬ 
tutions,  Nathan  Cummings  occupies 
many  posts  and  titles  of  distinction 
in  America  and  Europe,  among  them 
Officer  of  the  French  Legion  of  Honor, 
Commendator  of  Order  of  Merit  of 
Italy  and  Commendator  of  the  Order 
of  Merit  of  Peru. 

Opposed  to  any  suggestions  of  re¬ 
tirement,  Mr.  Cummings  maintains  his 
multi-faceted  business  interests  which, 
along  with  his  perpetual  activity  in  art 
ventures  and  philanthropic  matters, 
keep  him  constantly  occupied. 

The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  ex¬ 
presses  its  deep  appreciation  to  him, 
for  the  exemplary  manner  by  which 
he  chose  to  honor  the  memory  of  his 
dearly  departed  wife.  The  dedication 
of  an  event  of  cultural  importance 
and  religious  significance  is  a  deed 
that  will  further  the  preservation  of 
Jewish  liturgical  music. 

Music  of  Max  Helfman 

This  year  the  liturgical  compositions 
of  a  time-honored  Jewish  musician, 
Max  Helfman,  will  be  the  exclusive 


presentation,  because  it  is  of  artistic 
importance  and  because  this  year 
marks  the  fifteenth  anniversary  of  his 
death. 

Max  Helfman  was  one  of  the  great 
leaders  of  the  renaissance  that  took 
place  in  Jewish  music  following 
World  War  II.  His  precocity  was  soon 
recognized  at  the  Mannes  College  of 
Music  and,  following  his  graduation, 
at  the  Curtis  Institute  where  he  con¬ 
tinued  his  studies. 

It  was  his  monumental  decision  to 
devote  himself  to  the  world  of  Jewish 
music,  although  his  brilliance  and 
creativity  would  have  led  him  to  even 
wider  acclaim  and  certainly  economic 
advantage,  had  he  chosen  secular 
music  to  be  the  area  of  his  life’s  work. 

Today,  the  world  is  filled  with  his 
disciples,  among  them  our  own  Cantor 
David  Lefkowitz  who  was  given 
access  to  some  of  Helfman’s  original 
and  unpublished  works  while  he 
served  as  Cantor  of  Temple  Emanuel 
in  Paterson,  New  Jersey,  for  Helfman 
had  preceded  him  to  this  community 
and  part  of  his  legacy  of  compositions 
remained  there. 

Cantor  Lekfokitz’s  Philosophy 

Cantor  Lefkowitz  describes  some 
of  his  own  philosophy  of  Hazzanut  to/ 
include  the  responsibility  to  upgrade 
the  public’s  knowledge,  understanding 
and  appreciation  of  cantorial  history 
and  tradition. 

“For  the  most  part,  people  are  un¬ 
aware  that  Jewish  music  has  vast 
depth,  versatility  and  a  long  history,” 
he  remarks,  “and  it  is  my  mission  to 
educate  congregants  to  the  exquisite 
liturgical  music  that  exists,  yet,  is 
seldom  heard.  This  dearth  of  know¬ 
ledge  must  not  continue  if  we  are  to 
enrich  our  Jewish  life.  Sophisticated 
people,  such  as  the  members  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  will  discover  that 
their  lives  will  be  enhanced  when 
they  are  exposed  to  fine,  never-before- 
heard  music.” 

“Cantor  Putterman”  he  acknowl¬ 
edges  with  admiration,  “commissioned 
top  caliber  contemporary  composers 
to  write  for  the  synagogue.  He  was  a 
pioneer  in  this  effort  and,  now,  he  is 
revered  for  it.  Today,  as  we  sift 
through  the  music  that  was  commis¬ 
sioned  in  the  past  by  our  congregation, 
we  discover  that  some  works,  cur¬ 
rently  considered  to  be  classics,  were 
first  presented  in  the  Sanctuary  of 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  piece/ 
expressly  composed  for  the  liturgicar 
Jewish  music  service.  This  stands  as 
a  tribute  to  Hazzan  Putterman  and 
the  congregation  that  never  failed  to 
respond  to  its  Hazzan.”
